The present session of, the all-Rus- 


sian. Soviet congress which 
opened 


last Wednesday 
is considered 
the 


most important gathering of its kind 
since the birth of the Soviet republic, 
not only because all of Russia is rep- 
resented, but also because 
fighting 


has stopped and Russia is now in a 
position for the first time in three 
years to look forward to a period of 
peace and economic development. 


The Soviet of Armenia and Azer- 


biajan are represented. 


The assembly is composed of work- 


ing men all plainly dressed and the 
delegates number 2,000. The first ad- 
dress was made 
by Representative 


Terhabrielian, delegate from Armenia. 


'Bela Kun, former Communist dicta- 


tor of Hungary, who is now connected 
with the Moscow government reported 
on .conditions in Crimea. He has just 
returned from Crimea where he has 
been during the heavy fighting be- 
tween the Reds and Wrangel's army.

A Vision of Battleships 


In 1924, if we continue our naval program, it is said our 


fleet will outrank England's, and leave us undisputed mistress 
of the seas, arbiter of commerce. Shall we be happy then, and 
safe, and prosperous, when we have made ourselves formidable 
and practically impregnable, when we have left all others be- 
hind us in a race for power and a place in the middle of the sun- 
light? 
, 
, . . 
ShalJ we be able to keep our ancient honor clean, adminis- 


ter wisely, and refuse to grab colonies when loose land is found 
here and there at our mercy? Will we refrain from wars on 
our inferiors in strength, will we stay out of European intrigue 
and avoid the quicksands of imperial ambitions? 


Not if we follow out that program. 
With power goes 


responsibility, and tho our government is democratic it has 
shown itself willing to engage in schemes of aggrandizement 
which should be no part of the development of a republic. The 
sort of men we habitually send to Washington are not worthy 
of the trust which would be laid on them by the possession of a 
larger navy than the earth has so far seen. It is a question 
whether any governing group anywhere is worthy of that trust. 


Happily, the outlook for such a navy as Secretary Daniels 


has outlined for us becomes less and less promising. It is not 
necessary, because we have no enemies and will have none of 
importance. 
It is not really possible, because we have hi tie 


money for such purposes, and shall have less in the future. 1 he 
tariff will bring in for some time comparatively little; there will 
be no excess profits to tax; the income tax itself is shrinking in 
importance. We may find with relief that last year's navy, 
somewhat refurbished, will do for another season. 
Even our 


difference with Japan may analyze "out of sight as our resources 
dwindle. 
. 
Japan and the United States will never agree on the im- 


migration question; they will have to agree, in some fashion, to 
disagree. But that this means war either now or in the future 
is not a necessary conclusion, for Japan's interests in expansion 
do not materially conflict with the desire of California to exclude 
orientals. 
Japan must expand westward if at all, and her 


belligerent attitude toward us is the result of wounded pride 
rather than a fundamental grievance. This is a case where solt 
words would actually turn away wrath. And with Japan elim- 
inated we should have no adequate excuse for more dread- 
noughts, more submarines, more anticipations of catastrophe. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad Idea 


"In spirit, in purpose, in convincing appeal for fair dealing 


and harmonious co-operation between employers and employes 
says The St. Louis Post Dispatch "the address of Vice President 
Atterbury to the conference of railroad officers and the repre- 
senatives of the four principal brotherhoods of railroad men is 
one of the best, if not the best, that has been given publicity. 
It is worth careful reading and prayerful consideration by every 
employer and workingman in the country. 
"The object of the conference, which, Mr. Atterbury daict, 


is the first ever called by a railroad management, is to create 
adjustment boards and agree upon principles and plans by 
which all disputes and differences between the railroad man- 
agement and its employes may be settled without strikes or 
threats of strike. 
The railroad is now divided into regional 


departments, with competent men at the head of each division, 
and his suggestion was that regional boards be created to de- 
termine questions arising as to wages, hours and conditions ot 
labor, the object being first-class, continuous service, without 
interruption or threat of interruption thru labor disputes. 


"Mr. Atterbury credited the railway brotherhoods with 


being the mo.sl conservative in existence, in that they do not 
insist upon the closed shop, but work in the open shop, con- 
trolling a large percentage of the men, and do not tavor strikes. 
He asked them to co-operate vith the management in assuring 
the thrrefold objects of railroad corporations—safe and effici- 
ent .service for the public, a fair return to stockholders, and fan- 
dealing with adequate pay and satisfactory labor conditions for 
employes. In short, he urged that every part of the railway 
forces'regard the several railroad interests as a unit in which 
there should be continuous, harmonious and effccient co-opera- 
tion to gain the best possible results. 


"Mr Atterbury pledged the management to collective bar- 


gaining, in that it is milling to confer with the representatives 
of employps and reach agreements which will be feasible and 
satisfactory. 
... 
i 
"The management ot the Pennsylvania is setting an ad- 


mirable example to all employers, and particularly to the man- 
a^ement of railroads and other public service corporations. His 
suggested solution of labor problems is better than anti-strike 
laws or an> form of compulsion. It is in the spirit of the new 
order of democratic civilization. If it is met by a similar spjnt 
on the part of labor organizations and results in a working plan 
i.f adjustment, it will mark a new era in industrial progress. 


"The spirit and purpose of the conference are especially 


commended to those employers who are nursing schemes of 
revenge, strife and oppression for labor and to those labor 
leaders who can *ce no \\&y to gam labors ends except thru 
strikes and strike threats."

of the naw year will find congress
